In today’s issue of The Evening News is a letter 
from County Attorney Wayne Wallington concerning 
profiteering, addressed to the people of Pontotoc county. 
In this letter Mr. Wadlington asks the people to furnish 
him any information they may have relative to shot t 
weights" and combinations to fix prices. 
I nfortunately 
Oklahoma has no state law penalizing what has come to 
be known as profiteering. 
It is a violation of law to 
short weight purchasers or to combine for the purpose 
of controlling prices. The county attorney is asking the 
people to furnish any evidence they may have of the 
violation of these two laws. 
The people should lend 
hearty assistance to the county attorney in his efforts to 
enforce these statutes. If these laws have been violated, 
the offenders should lie brought to justice. If the people 
have any evidence of such violations, they should prompt­ 
ly furnish this evidence. The enforcement of these two 
statutes will not furnish adequate protection to the pub­ 
lic from the conscienceless profiteer, but we have no 
other state statutes on this subject and we should employ 
U» the utmost the somewhat feeble remedy we have.

United States Attorney 
for Oklahoma to War on 
Profiteering in the State

That open and relentless war on 
profiteering has been declared by! 
the attorney general of the United 
States is apparent from reading 
the following letter from United! 
States Attorney W. P. McGinnis of 
Muskogee, addressed to the mayor 
of that city, and the county attor­ 
ney. A perusal of the let or will 
show That hoarding food or con­ 
spiring to fix the price of food 
is 
an exceedingly grave offense 
and subjects one to a heavy fine 
and extended term in the Federal 
penitentiary. The letter from Mr J 
McGinnis follows: 
Dear Sir: 
Section 6 of the Food Control 
Act. approved August IO, 1917. pro­ 
vides: 
“ That any person who wilfully 
hoards any necessaries shall upon 
conviction 
thereof be 
fined 
iud 
exceeding $5,000. or be imprisoned 
for not more I bae two years, or 
both. Necessaries shall be deemed 
to h** hoarded within the meaning! 
of this act when either (a) held 
contracted for, or arranged for by 
any person iii a quantity in excess 
of his reasonable requirements for! 
use or consumption by himself and 
dependants for a reasonable time; 
b) held, contracted for. or arrang­ 
ed for by any manufacturer, whole­ 
saler, retailer, or other dealer in 
a quantity in excess of the reason­ 
able requirements of his business1 
for use or for sale by hun for a j 
reasonable time, or reasonably re-j 
quired to furnish necessaries pro-} 
dured m surplus quantities season-) 
ably throughout 
tin* 
period 
of 
scant or no production; or 
(c)! 
withheld, whether by possession or 
under any contract or arrangement 
from the market by any person 
for tin* pur|H»-** of untvasonahlv

Section 
provides: 
“That * whenever any necessaries 
shall he hoarded as defined in Sec­ 
tion 6, they shall be liable to he 
proceeded against in any district 
court of the United States within 
the district wherein the same are 
found 
and 
siezed by 
a process 
of libel for condemnation and if 
such necessaries shall be adjudged 
to bt* hoarded, they shall he dis­ 
posed of by salt*, etc.** 
From an examination of these 
sections it will be observed that the 
law 
is designed to 
reach 
three 
classes of offenders. First, the in. 
dividual who hoards in excess of 
his 
reasonable 
requirements 
for 
list* anti consumption in a reason­ 
able lime; second, the manufactur­ 
er or dealer who hoards in excess 
of Hit* quantify reasonably required 
htr list* t»r sale by him iii tin* le­ 
gitimate conduct of Ins own busi­ 
ness for a reasonable time; third, 
th** withholding from the jnarket 
by any person of necessaries for 
the purpose of increasing (lie price 
thereof. 
It should also be noted in this 
connection that the actual custody 
control or possession of necessar­ 
ies is not essential to the commis­ 
sion of an offense. Til** withholding 
will •come within the law whethtvr 
tin* necessaries art* held in pos­ 
session, contracted for or arranged 
for. 
The Act defines necessaries to 
be foods, fuels ,feeds and all equip­ 
ment 
essential to tin* production 
of the same. 
Section 37 of the 
ina! (axle provides: 
“ That if two or three 
conspire either to commit 


fense against the United States or 
to defraud the United States in any 
manner or for any purpose * * * * 
they shall be fined not more than 
$10,000 or 
imprisoned 
not 
more 
than two years, or both. 
This office has taken the po­ 
sition that if two or more persons, 
whether 
they 
bt* 
manufacturers, 
jobbers, 
wholesalers or 
retailers, 
enter into any agreement or un­ 
derstanding, expressed or implied, 
that they wil not deal in certain 
necessaries unless a given margin 
of profit can be realized thereon, 
that such act is done with the in­ 
tent ’ to increase, if it be a matter 
of sale ,or diminish, if it be a 
matter of purchase, the price of 
such article or necessary and if 
such understanding be had with 
that intent, then such persons or 
firms are guilty of conspiracy to 
violate the Food Control Law and 
are subject to a fine of $10,0000 
and imprisonment for two years. 


It matters not whether such ob­ 
ject be accomplished through mer­ 
chants, associations or otherwise,, 
or in a general understanding that 
a given profit will be demanded 
on certain classes of goods or by 
specific agreements as to spicified 
articles. The people must have all 
the necessaries of life, and in the 
nature of tilings are bound to pay 
or sell at whatever price is de­ 
manded or given. 
“I wish also in this connection 
bt call to your attention the Acts 
of Congress of July 2, 1890, of 
August 27, 1894, of February 12, 
1913, and of October 15, 1914, which 
make 
contracts, 
combinations 
in 
the form of trust or conspiracies 
in resraint of trade illegal and pun-! 
ishable criminally. 
Permit me to say in this con­ 
nection that I am directed by the 
attorney general to proceed with­ 
out further instructions in the pros-; 
edition of any case for the seizure,! 


libel and sale of any goods where 
the acts above referred to have 
been referred to if the facia de­ 
veloped justify such action. The 
facilities of this office for getting 
information relative to violations 
of the above "character are very 
limited and it is my desire and wish 
to have the full support of yourself 
and all local offcers who art* inter­ 
ested in seeing profiteering stop­ 
ped. 
Any matter which from your in­ 
vestigation appears to have suf­ 
ficient 
merit 
to 
warrant 
prose­ 
cution, if referred to this office, 
will be given prompt and vigor­ 
ous attention. • 
Your full cooperation and sup­ 
port # in the enforcement 
of the 
above laws is earnestly requested.
